The agreement upon the New York 


harbor bill provides that the Secre- 
tary of War may enfer Into a con- 
tract for the forty-foot channel if the 
work can be done for $4,000,000, if not, 
the Government is to enter upon thc- 
work and expend that amount in se- 
curing the depth cf forty feat.

On the 22d of January a collision took 


place on the bay between the gasoline 
launch WOT. D. and the ferry boat Oak- 
land. As a consequence two persona 
lest their lives. 


The collision was investigated by the 


United States Inspectors of Hulls and 
Boilers and the following report was 
decided upon: 


"After a careful consideration of the 


evidence taken in this case we find that 
J. H. Douglas was pilot of the Oak- 
land _when the collision took place. His 
own testimony shows that he saw the 
Jaunch William D. some 350 yards dis- 
tant on the starboard slfle of the Oak- 
land at the time he came from aft to 
take the wheel as the Oakland was 
leaving her slip, and that, after taking 
the wheel, he saw the launch William 
D. drawing near over the starboard 
side of the Oakland; that he did not 
then give her any signals or try to keep 
out of hoi1 way, as required of him by 
Kule II of the Ttules and Regulations 
for the Government of Pilots. For rea- 
son . of negligence and. for violating 
Rule II Pilot Douglas is suspended for 
twelve months, to take effect March 3d. 
"We are of the opinion that Captain 
Clairvllle was negligent and inattentive 
to his duties in not keeping a proper 
lookout when leaving the slip. Had he 
done so he could not have helped seeing 
the "William D. before he turned the 
steamer over to Pilot 
Douglas. 
We 
have therefore suspended his license as 
master and pilot this date for a period 
of three months, such suspension to 
date from and begin on March 3, 1S99." 


Gustafson, master of the William D., 
Is also censured for not keeping a prop-
